Covina Orange Industry 
To Show In Pictures 


Gaumont Company Taking Pictures of 
Big Cities and Interesting Industries 
to be Shown to 22,000,000 People— 
Covina Will Be Featured as Heart of 
California Orange District. 


The November meeting of tho Co­ 
vina Valley Farmers' Club, held last 
Saturday afternoon at tho homo of Mr. 
and Mrs. J. H. Simpson of Azusa ave­ 
nue, was well attended by tho citrus 
growors of tho valley. 


The talk made by Mr. W. H. Fleet, 
mnnagor of tho Sespo ranch near Santa 
Paula, in Ventura county, wns espec­ 
ially interesting'to ornngc ami lemon 
growers, as Mr. Fleet took up in detail 
tho subject of tree pruning, His talk 
on pruning methods was especially ap­ 
plicable to lomons, ns it is with these 
trees that pruning is one of the Im­ 
portant features. On tho big ranch of 
which Mr. Fleet is manager, correct 
methods of trimming lemons in order 
to obtain tho host rosults has been 
made an extensive study. 


Contrary to tho opinions of many 
local lemon growers, Mr. Fleet advo­ 
cates lotting the branches of a young 
lemon troo grow out and bond over 
when fruiting, instoad of trimming tho 
troo bnck constantly in order to make 
a perfectly rounded and symmetrical 
top. There has been a .w^do difference 
of opinion among lemon men in regard 
to these two methods of pruning. Many 
old-time lemon men hold to the thoory 
that tho tree should bo kept close to 
the ground, and that tho fruit should 
bo produced with a minimum of wood. 
This method of cutting off tho main 
branches of tho tree is not considered 
good, practice by Mr. Flpot, Ho holds.

Ono of the nlggost bearing orchards in 
this valley contains big trees that havo 
iiovor been cut back. Ono troo has 
produced 
ns much 
as 
twenty-eight 
boxen of lemons a season. 


In the matter of orange troo pruning 
Mr, Fleet gave somo vory good point­ 
ers,, although he did not dwell with 
such longth on tho orange as tho lemon 
troo. It isihis thoory to lot an orange 
troo shape itself whllo young, tho only 
precaution necessary being tho removal 
of the dead wood and suckers. Ho did 
not dovolop tho subject of orange prun­ 
ing extensively. In this locality many 
of tho older groves have boon subjected 
to very severo cuttings during tho last 
three years. This has In many eases 
resulted in a marked Improvement In 
the growth of the troo and in tho quan­ 
tity of fruit produced.

With the demand for nuts from the 
La Puente Walnut Association exceed­ 
ing the supply, making it necessary to 
prorate some of the later orders, the 
local walnut house wound up its busi­ 
ness this week. They report a ten per 
cent increase in shipments over last 
year, which brings the total shipments 
up to the figure of 74 carloads of ten 
tons each. 


The gross receipts which have come 
into the house for the crop is in round 
figures 
$233,000. The price Tvhieh was 
seta at the beginning of the season has 
been maintained despite the wet wea­ 
ther, which it was feared might result 
in some loss in quality. The number 
2's, for which the lowest price of 12%

crop. 
Most of the nuts were in the 
No. 1 soft shell class, which brought 
the grower 1 5 % cents per pound.

purposeful depletion of a nation's food­ 
stuffs for gain, a depletion that goes so 
far as to .form bread-lines in that na­ 
tion, is a.horrible crime, and will give 
us a most inglorious page in the history 
of a decade that is inglorious enough 
as it now stands. 


It is not Now York city alono that is 
suffering, although the ebb and tide of 
the fortunes of the poor is always sharp­ 
est in that locality, but it is a situation 
that confronts the poor of every city 
in this country, and does not spare the 
bumble worker in every farming com­ 
munity; and such communities as our 
own. I t is the old story of the poor bo- 
coming poorer and the rich richer. 


" W e should be thankful," the com­ 
fortable ones say, " t h a t wo aro not at 
war, and that foodstuffs aro not higher 
and scarcer than they aro.'' We should 
be—that's a fact, and wo certainly are 
thankful-that we aro not at war. But 
to break a log, and to.be thankful that 
it was not both logs, is small comfort 
and very poor philosophy. 


A good lunch or dinner 1B cheaper in 
London today than it was in Now York 
or Los Angolcs before the war started 
at all. This is more emphatically true 
in Berlin, with the exception that the 
varieties of foodstuffs are restricted. 
The prico of labor has advancod 
fifty 
per cent in London. It has not approxi­ 
mated anything liko this in America. 
While hundreds of millions have boon 
rolled into profit in the making of war 
munitions and in supplying Europe with 
our food, the wages of American work­ 
ing men and women havo only increas­ 
ed very slightly. Whero a man in the 
steel mills formerly earned nine dollars 
to twelvo dollars a week, ho is now 
paid from ten to thirieon or fourteen, 
and in tbo meantime every article that 
he uses and eats has soared in price. 
The American laboring man is pooror 
today, and more desperato and more 
restless than ever before in the history 
of this nation. 


It won't do to sneer at this kind of 
talk und say that it is the voice of par­ 
tisanship, or that it is tho old cry of 
the incompetent against those who ure 
shrewd and resourceful. 'I'herc is some­ 
thing seriously the matter with t h e eco­ 
nomics o f this country. President Wil­ 
son can muku a historic figure o f him­ 
self, one which will towor through the 
coming centuries, if he can bring about 
an awakening of t h e national 
con­ 
science t o thiB peril. 


Tho 
ever-widening 
chasm 
between 
poverty and unearned comfort is men­ 
acing the stability of the nation. N o 
country can endure a n d continue to be 
great with such a condition of oppres­ 
sive unfairness.

There has been an Important citrus 
glowers' 
institute 
at 
Riverside 
this 
week, lasting five days. Alany Covina 
ranchers have attended it. 


The Argus begins this week a new 
method of disseminating the news of 
such conventions, and instead of deal­ 
ing with the various sessions in one ar­ 
ticle in one week's issue, this news­ 
paper will run at least five articles for 
five 
succeeding 
weeks, using matter 
gleaned from the events of each day. 


A special writer, personally repres­ 
enting the Argus, has been and will ut- 
te:>! 
each session, and will visit the 
various experimental plots at the citrus 
station, and will attempt, to briefly de­ 
scribe what is being done for the citrus 
grower at the new state station in Ri­ 
verside, ot Davis, at Whittier, in the 
Imperial valley, and in other [daces in 
the state, 


In this issue you will find an article 
prepared from talks given by W. M. 
Mertz of the experiment station, and 
prepared also from visits with him to 
the experimental plots. Mr, Hertz is a 
Pomona man, educated in that 
city, 
still a young man, but corning to bo 
widely quoted for his work in the mat­ 
ter of orchard, cultivation. 
He spent 
his boyhood life on a citrus ranch. He 
is spending his time now in. the employ 
of the state, in an attempt to determine 
what is needed in 'theVfy of cultiva-" 
tion and fertilization of "the soils, of cit­ 
rus groves in California. 
, 
. For the past ten years there have 
been a few matters in citrus culture 
that havo been crystallizing 
to .the 
point whero it may be said that some 
investigators may speak with author­ 
ity. 
Mulching is one of these ques­ 
tions that have progressed to a point 
where much of the doubt has bcon elim­ 
inated. 
Cultivation has progressed to 
a point beyond theory. I t will bo in­ 
teresting to many who could not at­ 
tend tho convention, to road briefly of 
thework -that is being done along these 
lines by earnest and conscientious men 
In tho employ of the University of Cali­ 
fornia. 


DENATURED ALCOHOL AS FUEL 
FOR AUTOS. 


Turn tho breweries of Michigan into 
plants for tho manufacture of denatur­ 
ed alcohol for uso ^in automobiles or 
other internal-combustion engines—this 
is tho suggestion of'Henry Ford. Mich­ 
igan having voted "dry," its breweries 
must forego the making of boor. Mr. 
Ford-.contends that tho plants readily 
can be changed into manufactories of 
denatured alcohol and that there is 
more profit in making this than in mak­ 
ing beer. 
The day of alcohol fuel for 
automobiles and tractors is just dawn­ 
ing, Mr. Ford contends. 
Tho world's 
supply of petroleum—and therefore, of 
gasoline—is Availing. Tho time is aus­ 
picious to convert breweries into work 
that will be useful to mankind, with no 
harmful possibilities. 


This suggestion seems to be Bound 
und practicable. If it should bo carried 
out in Michigan and in other states that 
havo votod "dry," it pot only would 
bo epochal, economically, but it would 
prove 
conclusively 
that 
prohibition 
would not ruin great industries irre­ 
parably and throw multitudes of labor­ 
ers <iut of work. Breweries need not be 
abandoned, but may bo turned to other 
helpful and profitable usos.

BANNER YEAR FOR DRY VOTE. 


Five Million Population Join Prohibi­ 
tion Move. 


The November election brought the 
most sweeping victories for the anti- 
saloon cause in the history of the move­ 
ment. 


Four states, containing a population 
of 5,400,000, and an area of 320,112 
square miles, equalling more than one- 
twelfth of the area 
of the 
United 
States, in a single day went from wet 
to dry. 


Of the 2543 counties in the United 
States, 2047 were dry before the elec­ 
tion November 7, when 101 more coun­ 
ties were added, leaving only 355" wet 
counties in the entire nation. 


The significant trend of the times is 
the turn of big industrial cities against 
the saloon. Kansas City, Grand Rapids, 
Seattle, Spokane, Tacoma, all gave de­ 
cisive dry majorities. 


Dry states before the election, with 
date of excluding liquor, were as fol­ 
lows: 


Maine, 1851; Kansas, 1880; North 
Dakota, 1880;, Oklahoma, 1907; Missis- 
ippi, 1908; North Carolina,.1908; Ten­ 
nessee, 1909; West Virginia, 1912; Vir­ 
ginia, 1914; Colorado, 1914; Oregon, 
1'914; Washington, 3914; Arizona, .1914; 
Alabama, 1015; Arkansas, 1915; Iowa, 
1915; Idaho, 1915; South Carolina, 1915. 


The following were added on Novem­ 
ber. 7: 


Michigan, Montana, Nebraska, South 
Dakota. 


In addition, Florida and Utah elected 
legislatures and governors pledged to 
immediate statutory prohibition. 
Both 
of these states will be in the dry col­ 
umn within the next four months, This 
will leave only eleven states more to 
adopt 
state-wide 
prohibition 
before 
three-fourths 
(thirty-six), the .number 
necessary to ratify the amendment to 
the constitution, of all the states in the 
Union are dry. The situation in a num­ 
ber of these eleven states is as follows: 
Minnesota, Indiana, Ohio, 
Kentucky, 
Texas, New Mexico, Wyoming and Del­ 
aware are just ready to drop into the 
" d r y " basket. The chances are more 
th'an even that five of these will vote 
prohibition 
within 
the next 
twelve

GREATEST PRODUCT OF FARM 
SAYS DEAN OF AGRICULTURAL C0UE6E 


(Editor's Note—This is the first of 
a aeries of five articles written by a 
personal representative of the Argus, 
arid based on the lectures given at the 
citrus institute at Riverside, together 
with, observations of the experimental 
plots being carried on at the Riverside 
experiment station.) 


That the future years should not al­ 
low a man to acquire fertile acres of 
land unless he intended not only to 
raise crops but a family thereon, was a 
keen, 
incidental 
remark by Thomas 
Forsyth Hunt, denn of the college of 
agriculture of the University of Cali­ 
fornia, during his keynote address at 
the citrus institute, held this week for 
five days at Riverside. 


Quoting 
figures, 
and at the same 
time telling his audience that he did 
not want them to rely on figures, but 
on common sense, he pointed to the 
greater desirability of the average man 
spending his time, his energy and his 
money in making a good farm thun in 
working toward the making of a good 
salary. 
Ho said that the 
real crop 
from a farm was the young man and 
the young woman raisod on it, and not 
oats or orangcB, and hinted that 
the 
most successful farmer the world had 
ever produced was a failure in his pro­ 
fession 
if 
his 
land 
did 
not 
produce 
boys and girlH 1o make up the sterling 
man anil womanhood of the community 
and the world. 


Dnnn Hunt's address was delivered 
in the Polytechnic high school building 
on the opening day of what has proved 
to be one of the most remarkable con­ 
ventions of fruit-growers in years. Dur­ 
ing the five days the audiences listened 
to many addresses on orchard cultiva 
tion, tractor 
management, 
irrigation, 
rural credits, fertilization, and all of 
the kindred subjects that go to mnkf! 
up the life and responsibilities of the 
California grower. Dean Hunt took a 
broad and general theme in speaking 
on 
"Agricultural 
Economics." 
He 
said that perhaps moro failures in ng 
riculture are duo to'the lack, not of un­ 
derstanding; but of comprehending that'- 
ono must compete, at least on equal 
terms, with other people who are on' 
gaged in the same business. 
The fac 
tors that enter into this competition 
may be pK/iScab such as climate) wri 
terand soilj'-may.bb economi6j.'gUcb.~as 
density;of populatfon.or markets; or it 
may be human, .duo to greater ability 
on the part of the competitors. 


The valuo of an industry to. a coin 
inunlty or to society is not wholly de­ 
pendent upon the capital earned upon 
tho invostmont, but in largo part is 
dependent upon tho labor return ob­ 
tained by those who actually occupy tho 
land, whethaj ns owners, tenants, or 
laborers. 
It is absolutely essential to 
tho permanenco of our pnliticul and 
social ideals that tho man who actually 
occupioB the land, whether ho OWIIH it 
or not, shall receive such income from 
his labor as will enable him to renr and 
educate a self-rospocting family. 
THE FARMERS' INCOME. 


No ono doubts the importance 
of 
ability in any occupation. 
Some may 
not, however, understand 
the signifi­ 
cance, when applied to farming. Furm 
records have been compiled in many 
parts of tho United States. They show 
that in a great many of these regions 
one-fifth of the farmers have a labor 
income of from $800 to $2,000 more 
than the average of the particular lo­ 
cality. The average labor income of a 
particular "locality rarely falls 
below 
$1500 or rarely raises above #500 per 
year in other pursuits besides funding. 
The labor ineomo of the upper one- 
fifth, therefore, lies somewhere between 
*1,100 and #2,500. This is only another 
way of suying that tho labor income is 
from three to five times ns groat among 
the upper one-fifth us it is for tho nvor- 
ago farmer. 


In the very nature of tho case, farm­ 
ing being operated 
upon 
an 
openly 
competitive basis, can only return on 
an average, a moderate wage, plus the 
current rate of intorost for high grad 
securities, which is nlways a low rate 
of interest. It is a fundamental law of 
business that tho bettor the security 
tho lower the rate of interest. As Am­ 
bassador llerrick says, " M'unsions may 
_ become boarding houses, factories may 
become fit for nothing, but good fertile 
land will have a value as long as civili­ 
sation lasts.'' 


A distinction must be made between 
tho security the land affords and the 
security which improvements offer, the 
speaker said. 
Tho world over, land is 
capitalized at not fur from a three per 


average are to be expected on particu­ 
lar farms, and under special 
condi­ 
tions. It was laid down under a general 
rule that- a qualified farmer should ex­ 
pect to produce a yield fifty per cent 
greater than the average faVmer, but 
that a man who bought a property on a 
basis of exceptional yields is generally 
destined 
to 
failure. 
For 
successful 
farming, Columella says there are three 
conditions necessary—knowledge, capi­ 
tal, and a fondness for the pursuit. 


FARM' VALUES. 
In 1910 the average value of a farm 
property in tho United States was be­ 
tween #0000 and $7000. In California 
it was between $18,000 and $19,000. 
Arbitrarily using as a basis qf discus­ 
sion a gross income of $4000 per year, 
it was shown that the average farmer 
would require a capital of $25,000. As­ 
suming, however, that no man should 
engage in farming unless he is fifty per 
cent above the average, a capital of 
$10,000 would be required. 


It was shown that only a portion of 
the $10,000 should be spent for un­ 
improved 
lands, say, not to 
exceed 
$0000. The $4000 gross income may be 
divided roughly into expenses, $2,080; 
interest at five per cent on $10,000, 
$800, and labor income, $1,1120. It was 
pointed out that if the farmer 
was 
paying interest at the rate of eight per 
cent, his labor income would be only 
$040. 
If, on the other hand, a man 
owns n furm on which he intends to 
raise a family, he may be content with 
three per cent on-his investment, hence 
will receive a labor income of nine per 
cent, or #1,440 per year. 
If, in addi­ 
tion, the farmer has children to enable 
him to do his .work within the family, 
his outside expenses may be reduced, 
and his family income increased. 


The important fact,., with 
reference 
tr. these children, is not the money they 
earn, but it is that tho training which 
they get in contributing to tho family 
income is of tho utmost importance to 
society. 
No equally efficient 
substi­ 
tute for this training has yet been dis­ 
covered. 
It cannot tye said with too 
great emphasis, or too often, that in 
tho long run there is no advantage in 
any man's living on a farm, unless 4io 
expects to raise thereon, a successful 
family.

MORE ABOUT MUkCH. 
In the series of articles which will 
appear in the Argus for several weeks, 
ell based on these lectures, and on per­ 
sonal visits of the author to the experi­ 
mental plots at the experiment station, 
the methods of mulching will be taken 
up more extensively, as will also the 
question of experiments in cultivation.

The speaker repeatedly stated that 
the figures given should not,be taken 
literally, but as illustrating the method 
to be employed in arriving at a proba 
ble income. If a man must go in debt 
for a farm, ho needs) a larger ono thun 
if ho has the money to pay for it, an 
economic principle which is constantly 
being ignored in agriculture. In like 
manner a renter needs n larger farm, 
because ho must not only mnko a living 
for his family, but ho must in whole or 
in part mnko a living for tho land­ 
owner. 


IRRIGATION DATA. 
Tho discussion of tho economic use 
of water for irrigution occupied prac­ 
tically three sessions, anil was conduct 
ed by W. M. Hertz, Frank Adams, and 
R. 8. Vnile, all connected with the ex 
periment station and with the federal 
work of experimentation, and was also 
participated in by J. IX 
fliilbertson, 
assistant 
manager 
of

much. Mr. Culbertsou's was a practi­ 
cal talk, showing how he lias .shortened 
the length of tho irrigating rows in 
order to prevent a too deep jiorcolution, 
and was nlso filled with many practical 
suggestions as to the manner of run 
ning water on various grades and eon 
tours.

As for tho objection- 
nblo remark, "insinuating themselves, 
nto politics," I am reminded that a 
man's words are often a sort of reflec­ 
tion of his own methods. No more need

The Azusa Pomotropic in its last is 
sue tells the story of how that city has 
forced a reasonable rate from the Pa 
cific Light & Power Company. It states 
in part: 


Last Monday night closed a chapter 
of municipal haggling with a corpora 
tion which has extended over a period 
of eighteen months and which saved 
the city of Azusa thousands of dollars 
In July, 1915, City Attorney F . M. 
Steele started nroceedingB before tho 
railroad commission to secure a now 
power and light rate for Azusa. 
Tho 
city had been paying tho Pacific Light 
& Tower Company an average of throe 
cents per kiloweatt, while other towns 
nearby paid considerable less to njn 
other company. 
* 


Monday night a compromise contract 
,was presented to the city council which 
virtually gives Azusa a rate of 1 
cents p6r Kilowatt, with a reduction for 
nn increased consumption. The city is 
given tho right to sell power to all the 
wells now operating within tho city 
limits and received title to tho lines of 
supply. The service to the Pacific BOCK 
& Gravel 
Company is disputed nnd 
must be settled by the railroad commis­ 
sion. 
This is of great importance to 
Azusa, as the " j u i c e " used by that 
plant would make a very material re­ 
duction in the rate paid the power com­ 
pany. 


This settlement of tho rate saved the 
city more than $2300 on the power ac­ 
count since the suit was instituted and 
will mean considerable more earning*) 
for the city in tho future. At the close 
of the moeting the city attorney was al­ 
lowed $1050 as balance in full for ser­ 
vices in this case.

It is said that w h e n ' t h e baths of 
Diocletian were In operation they must 
have 
accommodated not fewer 
than 
3,000 bathers at a time. 
With Some 
of the emperors bathing seems to'have 
been a sort, of fad, as they expended 
vast s u m s In the erection of bathhouses 
and 
bathing 
apparatus. 
Diocletian', 
however, does not depend entirely on 
the baths for his place in history. H e 
became emperor in 284 A. D. and ab­ 
dicated In 305. 
Tw'o years before tils 
abdication he became very active in 
persecuting 
Christians, so much so 
that in the annals of martyrdom bis 
reign is alluded to a s "the Diocletian 
era." 
It is said that the. Diocletian 
baths were built by Christians, 40,000 
of 
them 
being compelled, to d o the 
work.
